Supt. Vaughan Pleased 
With Results Of State 
Graduation Exam 


The Coffee County Board of 
Education held its regular monthly 

meeting on Tuesday morning, Dec. 6, 
at the Vocation Center in New Brockton 
and heard Supt. of Education John W. 
Vaughan report he was ‘“‘tickled pink"’ 
about the results of the state gradua- 
tion examination in the county system. 

“The Coffee County School System 
had a higher percentage of students 
passing the test than any county system 
in the state,"’ said Vaughan, ‘‘and that 
indicated we have a good education 
program | think our students did 
exceptionally well!”’ 

Supt. Vaughan reported that out of 
113 students taking the test in the 
county system, only two failed to pass 
reading, while six failed to pass 
language and mathematics. 

“Every single student taking the 
test at Zion Chapel passed both reading 
and language and another school had 
100% passing the reading section. The 
overall figures are most gratifying for 
our teachers.” 

It was originally planned to organize 
a special remedial class to provide 
individual work for the students not 
passing the test; however, because of 
the small number, the students will be 
given remedial help in regular classes. 

The county's problem with asbestos 
will soon be over, as at Tuesday's 
meeting the board accepted a low bid of 
$52,258 for asbestos removal. The 
substance was found in two classrooms 
in Kinston, the lunchroom at New 
Brockton and on various pipes, and the 
removal will consist of removing the 
substance completely. The removal, 
which will be done during the Christmas 
holidays, will be financed with 
additional funds recently received from 
the state. 

Five new 66-passenger school buses 
were delivered to the county Friday and 
all have been placed on the most highly 
populated routes. The new buses will 
give the system a fleet of seven spare 
buses. 

The county will soon have a certified 
instructor to teach the students in the 
system that are “‘hearing impaired,”’ 
Karen Sue Miller, who taught two years 
at the Alabama School for the Deaf, will 
begin teaching in the near future and 
will provide special aid to the three 
students in the county that are hearing 
impaired, 

The county system's new “No 
Smoking” policy was officially adopted 
and Supt. Vaughan said the policy 
“would be enforced."’ The new policy, 
to go in effect the second semester, is as 
follows: 


SMOKING/USE OF TOBACCO OR 
SNUFF 


Possession or use of tobacco in any 
form shall not be allowed in any school 
facility or on school grounds by students 
during school hours.

The school principal shall be 
authorized to secure any tobacco sub- 
stance from students who possess such 
substances. 

This policy applies when a student is 
in personal possession of this sub- 
stance in a school building facility or on 
school grounds during school hours. 

Tobacco products brought to school 
in a vehicle must be left in the vehicle 
for the duration of the school day and 
may not be abused for the duration of 
the school day until said vehicle has left 
school property. 

Students shall be subject to 
suspension if tobacco substances are 
found in their personal possession 
during school hours. Students who 
repeatedly abuse the policy may be 
recommended for expulsion. 

In other action at Tuesday's 
meeting, the board: 

***adopted the minutes of the previous 
meeting; 

***npaid bills and accounts; 

***heard that more parents than ever 
visited the schools during American 
Education Week; 

***was told construction of the new 
Kinston Elementary School was ahead 
of schedule, with a new completion date 
expected of April, 1984; 

***heard that money was available for a 
public Library in Kinston and the funds 
would be used to improve the school 
facility, which would be open at night to 
serve the public; 

***oranted a leave of absence to a New 
Hope teacher; 

***adopted a resolution thanking 
George Wallace Jr. for visiting the 
schools in the county; 

***and, heard a board member relay a 
complaint from a minister about basket- 
ball teams practicing on Sundays. 


Attorney General Reports 


Attorney General Charles A. 
Graddick said the Alabama law which 
requires a police officer to hold a person 
accused of DUI until his alcohol blood 
level drops below 0.1 applies to 
juveniles as well as to adults.

Only 
one-half mile up the road she spotted 
two deer hunters; who immediately 
went to the scene of the attact. When 
the hunters arrived, the bulldog had 
dragged the woman approximately 30 
feet, around the corner of the house, 
and left the body near a pump house. 
Donald Green shot the dog in the leg 
with a 30/30 rifle, then Robert Stinson 
shot and killed the dog with a shotgun.

County Health Dept. Official Asks 


Commission To Increase Funding 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, Dec. 12, 
at the courthouse in Enterprise and held 
a brief, but very active meeting. 

After the routine approval of the 
minutes of the Nov. 28 meeting, County 
Engineer Frank Charlton addressed the 
commission on a wide range of items. 
The engineer: stated: 

***easements had been required for 
work planned on the Wilkerson Creek 
Watershed Project in Coffee County; 
***paving on Sparks St. would have to 
be delayed due to cold weather; 

***a contract had been let on Dec. 2 for 
work on Turner's Crossroads, at a cost 
of $199,000; 

***recent rains had taken its toll on 
rural dirt roads and the roads would be 
worked as soon as possible; 

***an emergency crew would be 
available to work with the Highway 
Dept. during the holidays, and a full 
crew would work during the upcoming 
week vacation; 

***and, relayed a request to accept a 
dirt road for maintenance. The com- 
mission told Charlton to continue 
investigating the request. 

Mrs. L.B. McCall came to the 
meeting to ‘‘see about getting my road 
paved,”’ Mrs. McCall stated in 
previous years she had given the county 
land needed in paving roads and had 
been promised the road on which she 
lives would be paved. The road, which 
is 1% miles long and served seven 
families, is constantly in bad shape, 
according to Mrs. McCall, and needs to 
be paved. 

Comm. Rex Boutwell stated, ‘‘We 
ahd to borrow $260,000 last year to pave 
roads and without further revenue there 
is just no way we can do more paving at 
this time.” 

The commission voted unanimously 
to place the road on the list to be 
considered for paving, and hinted of the 
possibility of ‘‘additional taxes'’ by 
asking Mrs. McCall is she would 
support more taxes to help pave roads. 

County Health Director Kenneth 
Ball asked the county to reconsider its 
allocation of $16,728 to the Public 
Health Dept. in the county. 

Ball reported the State has allocated 
$55,000 per county for funding, while 
additional funding is based on popula- 
tion and the county’s ability to match 
the funds, Coffee County's share is

$28,027; however, it would receive only 
$16,728 unless the county ups its 
allotment.

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On Graduation Exam 


Junior Class At Elba High 
Fails To Meet State Averages 


While many school systems across 
the state spent last week celebrating the 
results of the Alabama High School 
Graduation Exam, in the Elba City 
School System Supt. John Osburn 
expressed disappointment and surprise 
that his juniors had failed to meet state 
averages in two of the three testing 
areas. 

“We don't have any excuses," 
stated Osburn, “‘it is disappointing that 
19% of our students didn't pass math 
and 18% didn’t pass in language. To 
pass, a student had to score only 65 in 
math, 77 in reading or 72 in language. 
The test wasn't hard, it was just a true 
assessment of the students’ minimum 
skills."’ 

“We have already started work to 
determine the problem,'' added 
Osburn. ‘'It is obvious we've got gaps 
in the curriculum as far as where 
emphasis is placed. We did put some 
things in place at the beginning of the 
school year that will help solve the 
problems in basic skills. The basic skills 
problem did not occur overnight, but we 
will rectify it very soon. As far as 
blaming the test, we’re not. The test 
not only gauges our students, it also 
tests our total curriculum and _ total 
program."' 

According to Dr, Wayne Teague, the 
State Supt. of Education, the exam ‘‘is 
designed to determine that potential 
high school graduates have acquired 
certain minimum skills before they are 
awarded,.a diploma. But, just as 
egertetit, is the fact that this examina- 
tion is used to spot deficiencies in the 
learning of certain students and to help 
us correct these problems. Overall, we 
look fairly good, but we still have too 
many school systems where large 
numbers of students in our eleventh 
grade have not passed a test which 
denotes skills which should have been 
mastered in the ninth grade.”’ 

The three areas tested in the 
graduation exam were reading, 
language and mathematics. 

In reading, the students were tested 
in such areas as recognizing words used 
in daily activity, ability to follow 
directions, use of abbreviations and 
recognizing sections of a newspaper. 
The language area, which test results 
indicate was the most difficult, included 
testing on pronouns, antecedent 
agreement, forms of nouns and verbs, 


_ Spelling, formats of letters and the use 


of commas, apostrophes and quotation 
marks. The mathematics test con- 
sisted of reading and writing money 
values, conversion of fractions and 
decimals, averages of whole and 
decimal numbers and finding the area 
of rectangles. 

“The test results broke down into 
detail where the problem areas exist,”’ 
said Supt. Osburn, ‘‘and also areas in 
which we were strong. In reading the 
two most critical areas were recog- 
nizing the sections of a book and 
distinguishing fact from opinion. In

math there were several weak areas, 
such as finding the area of rectangles, 
converting units of measure, compu- 
tation of fractions, conversion of 
decimals and fractions and the applica- 
ton of ratios and percentages. Weak- 
nesses in language were in the areas of 
quotation marks, format of business 
letters and using the correct forms of 
nouns and verbs."’ 

The students who failed to pass the 
graduation exam must now take part-in 
a Remedial Program, in which problem 
areas will be emphasized. 

We have a basic skills teacher 
employed,’’ said Supt. Osburn, ‘‘and 
beginning in the second semester all 
students who failed any portion of the 


test will work with the teacher daily to 
receive individual attention in areas the 
students are deficient. The teacher, 
principal and counselers will monitor 
the progress of the students continously 
to assure progress is being made. The 
test will be given again in April, and 
while it won't be the same test, it will 
test the same skills."’ 

, 

“The only comparison one can make 
is with the state average,"’ concluded 
Supt. Osburn. ‘‘When over 44,000 
students are tested statewide, there is 
validity in using the average. Our 
results are in no way a true indicator of 
the abilities of the students nor the 
competence of the teachers."
